THE PAST WEEK 


Preparations Made by Teutons 
for Renewal of Drives in 
France and Staly. 


HUN NAVY IS CONCENTRATED 


Wilhe(m and Charles Renew Austro- 
German Treaty—Russia Writhing 
Under Kaiser’s Oppression— 
President Names Hughes 
to Investigate Aircraft 
Production Charges. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Operations of last week in the war 
zones led to the prediction that the 
central powers were preparing to 
strike hard and soon on two fronts— 
to France and Italy—with some pros- 
pects of a great naval battle fn the 
North sea. It was admitted by the 
Germans that their trenendous losses 
were largely responsible for the delay 
in resuming their drive on the west 
front. They were very busy reorgan- 
izing their forces and bringing 
fresh troops who have not yet heen 
engaged In the fighting there. Rain 
and mud, ably seconded by the allled 
aviators, made difficult the moving of 
supplies by the Huns, but they kept at 
the task doggedly. Meunwhile their 
artillery ceaselessly pounded away at 
various important salients held by the 
allies. In return the latter gave more 
than they received. 

There were many infantry opera- 
tions. that must be classed as small 
because of the magnitude of the war- 
fare, but which resulted in the recov- 
ery of valuable positions by the allies. 
In one or two tnstances the Germans 
also gained footholds it) the lines but 
counter-attacks always drove | them 
out promptly and they juvariably suf- 
fered heuvy cusualties. The kuaiser’s 
armies, however, shawed noo especial 
signs of weakening, and no competent 
abserver doubts that they are still 
capable of tremendous efforts and will 
make them, General Foch and, indeed, 
all the allied commanders, await the 
renewal of the offensive with confi- 
dence that their men can withstand it.

The same contidence prevaile on the 
Italian front, where also General Foch 
is in supreme command, The Aus- 
trians have been concentrating great 
forces there, including much artillery 
they have had on the French front, 
and they were expected ta deliver 
their blow between the Stelvio pass 
and Monte Grappa, just east of the 
Brenta, in the hope of hreaking 
throuzh to Brescia and Milan. The 
Austrian positions in that sector are 
admittedly better than those of the 
Italians, To repet the expected drive 
the Italians lave the assistance of 
British, French and Americaus in 
bumber at least equal to the Italtan 
forces sent to France and Flanders. 

Early Tuesday Italian naval units 
succeeded in stealing inte Pola harber 
and torpedoing an Austrian drenad- 
naught of the Viribus Unitis class. At 
the same time Italian senplanes en- 
gaged and routed the Austrian battle- 
planes over Pola.

The prediction of a naval battle in 
the North sea was based on the fact 
that the entire Germun Baltic fleet, 
excepting a few light cruisers, was re- 
called to Kiel, and great activity at 
that base was reported. The. Gerinan 
navy probably feels a bit humiliated 
over the second British ratd on Os- 
tend, in which the olf cruiser Vindie- 
tive, Jaden with concrete, was sunk at 
the entrance of the channel, blocking 
it to all large vessels.

Germans of Austria-Hungary, but, 
equally of course, the treaty is bitterly 
opposed by the Slavs and other anu- 
German elements {n Charles’ renim. 
The people there as a whole are more 
and more desirous of peace and there 
is fear that the agreement will Prus- 
sianize thelr army and compel even 
greater efforts in the war. By some 
the preparations for an offensive in 
Italy are looked on as a direct result 
of the conference. According to Co- 
penhagen reports, the two emperors 
selected kings for Lithuania, Courland, 
Esthonia and Poland, but the nen 
chosen were not numed. 

The meeting of the rulers was at- 
tended by the kings of Bavaria and 
Suxony, who, though net invited, 
sought to maintain the importance of 
their kingdoms as parts of the German 
empire and not leave Prussia the “sole 
arbiter of German destinies.” That 
sounds big, but the fact remains that 
Prussia is as much the boss of the 
German empire as ever,

The kaiser is treating Russia just 
as a thoroughly defeated enemy might 
expect to be treated by him, despite 
the peace treaty of Brest-Litovsk.

AMERICA WILL NEVER DESERT 
THE WEAK AND HELPLESS 


United States Will Not Be Diverted 
From Its Purpose of Winning 
War By Insincere Peace . 
Offers. 


New York—The peace offers of Ger- 
many and her allies are mere maneu- 
vers for advantage, of no value be- 
cause insincere, 

American will stand by Russia as 
well as France—it will never desert 
unity of feeling, sympathy and purpose 
such as 100 years of peace could not 
have brought. 

These were the sehtiments and 
Pledges of President Wilson.in his 
speech opening the campaign of the 
American Red Cross for $100,000,000. 


Text of Wilson’s Speech. 


Mr. Chairman and fellow country- 
men; I should be very sorry to think 
that Mr. Davison in any degree cur- 
tailed his exceedingly interesting 
speech for fear that he was postpon- 
ing mine, because I am sure you lis- 
tened with the same intent and inti- 
mate interest with which I listened to 
the extraordinarily vivid account he 
gave of the things which he had real- 
ized because he had come in contact 
with them on the other side of the 
waters. 

We compass them with our imagina- 
tion; he compassed them in his per- 
sonal experience, and I did not come 
here to review for you the work of the 
Red Cross; 1 am not competent to do 
go because I have not had the time or 
the opportunity to follow it in detail. I 
have come here simply to say a few 
words to you as to what it all seems 
to me to mean, and it means a great 
deai. 

There are two duties with which we 
are face to face. The first duty is to 
win the war. And the second duty, 
that goes hand in hand with it, is to 
win it greatly and worthily, showing 
the real quality of our power not only, 
but the real quality of our purpose and 
of ourselves. ; 

Of course. the first duty, the duty 
that we must keep in the foreground 
of our thought until it is accomplish- 
ed is to win the war. I have heard 
gentlemen recently say’ that we must 
get 5,000,000 men ready. Why Hmit it 
to 5,000,000? 

I have asked the congress of the Uni- 
ted States to name no limit, because 
the congress intends, I am sure, as we 
all intend, that every ship that can 
carry men or supplies shall go laden 
upon every voyage with every man and 
every supply she can carry. 

And, we are not to be diverted from 
the grim purpose of winning the war 
by any insincere approaches upon the 
subject of peace. I can say with a 
clear conselence that I have tested 
those intimations, and have found 
them insincere. I now recognize them 
for what they are, an opportunity to 
have a free hand, particularly in the 
Bast, to carry out purposes of con- 
quest and exploitation. 

Stands By Russia. 

Every proposal with regard to ac- 
commodation in the west involves a 
reservation with regard to the east. 
Now, so far as I am concerned, I in- 
tend to stand by Russia as well as 
France. 

The helpless and the friendless are, 
the very ones that need friends and| 
succor; and if any man in Germany 
thinks we are going to sacrifice any- 
body for our own sake I tell them now 
they are mistaken. 

For the glory of this war, my fel. 
low citizens, in-so-far as we are con- 
cerned fs that it is, perhaps for the 
first time in history, an unselfish war. 
I could not be proud to fight for a 
selfish purpose, but 1 can be proud 
to fight for mankind. 

If they wish peace, let them come 
forward through accredited represen- 
tatives and lay their terms on the ta- 
ble. We have laid ours and they know 
what they are. 

But behind all this grim purpose, 
my friends, lies the opportunity to 
demonstrate not only force, which will 
be demonstrated to the utmost, but 
the opportunity to demonstrate char- 
acter, and it is that opportunity that 
we have most conspicuously in the 
work of the Red Cross, Not that our 


men in arms do not represent our 
character, for they do, and it is a 
character which those who see and 


realize appreciate and admire; but 
their duty is the duty of force. The 
duty of the Red Cross is the duty of 
mercy and succor and friendship. 
Have you formed a picture in your 
imagination of what this war fa doing 
for us and for the world? In my own 
mind I am convinced that not a hun- 
dred years of peace could have knitted 
this nation together as this single 
year of war has-knitted it together; 
and better even than that, if possible 
it fe knitting. the world together, 
Look at the picture, In the center 
of the. scone, four nations engaged 
-against.the world,.and at every poi 
of varitage, showing that they are scek- 
ing selfish aggrandizement; and, 
sgainet them, 23 governments repre 


senting the greater part of the popula- 
tion of the world drawn together into 
& new sense of community of interest, 
a new sense of a community of pur. 
pose, & new sense of unity of life. 

The secretary of war told me an in- 
teresting incident the other day, He 
said when he wae in Italy a member 
of the Italian government was ex- 
plaining to him the many reasons why 
Italy felt near to the United States: 

“If you want to try an interesting 
experiment go up to any one of these 
troop traina and ask in English how 
many of them have been in America 
and see what happens.” 

He tried the experiment. He went 
up to a troop train and he said, “How 
many of you boys have been in Am: 
erica,” and he said it seemed to him 
as if half of them sprang up: “Me 
from San Francisco; me from New 
York; all over.” There was part of 
heart of America in the Italian army. 
People that had been knitted were 
fighting for their native Italy. 

Friendship is the only cement that 
will ever hold the world together. And 
this intimate contact of he Red Cross 
with the peoples who are suffering the 
terrors and deprivations of this war is 
going to be one of the greatest in- 
strumentalities of friendship that the 
world ever know, and the center of 
the heart of it all, if we sustain it 
properly, will be this land that we so 
dearly love. 

May I! say this? The duty that faces 
us all now fs to serve one another, 
and no man can afford to make a 
fortune out of this war. There are 
men amongst us who have forgotten 
that, if they ever saw it. Some of us 
in the country are not old enough— 
I am old enough—to remember men 
who made fortunes out of the civil 
war, and you know how they were re- 
garded by their fellow citizens. That 
was a war to save one country—this 
{s a war to save the world. 


Government Accepts Nothing. 


And your relation to the Red Cross 
ig one of the relations which will re- 
lieve you of the stigma. You can’t 
give anything to the government of 
the United States; it won’t accept it. 
There is a law of congress against 
accepting even services without price. 
The only thing hat the government 
will accept it a loan, and duties per- 
formed; but it is a great deal better 
to give than to lend or to pay and your 
great channel for giving is the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. ; 

Down in your hearts you can't take 
very much satisfaction, in the last 


‘analysis, on lending money to the gov- 


ernment of the United States, because 
the interest which you draw will burn 
our pockets; it is a commercial trans- 
action, and some men have even dared 
to cavil at the rate of interest, not 
knowing the incidental commentary 
that concentrates upon their atitude. 

But when you give—something of 
your hear, something of your soul, 


‘something of yourself goes with the 
gift, particularly when it is given in | 


auch form that it never can come back 
by way of direct benefit to yourself. 
You know there is the old cynical 
definition of gratitude, as “the lively 
expectation of favors to come.” 

Well there is no expectation of fa- 
vors to come in this kind of giving. 
These things are bestowed in order 
that the world may be a fitter place 
to live in, that men may be succored, 
chat homes may be restored; that 
suffering may be relieved; that the 
face of the earth may bayve the blight 
of destruction taken away from it and 
that wherever force goes, there shall 
go mercy and helpfulness. 

And when you give, give absolutely 
all that you can spare, and don't con- 
sider yourself liberal in the giving. 
if you give with self adultation, you 
are not giving at all, you are giving to 
your own vanity; but if you give until 
it hurts, then your heart blood goes 
into it. 

And think what we have here. We 
call it the American Red Crosa, but it 
is merely a branch of a great interna- 
tional organization which is not only 
recognized by the statutes of each 
the civilized governments of the world, 
but it is recognized by international 
agreement ani ‘treaty as the recog: 
nized and accepted instrumentality of 
mercy and succor. And one of the 
deepest stains that rests upon the rep- 
utation of the German army is that 
they have not respected the Red Cross. 

That goes to the root of the matter. 
They have not respected ‘the instru- 
ment they themselves participated in 
setting up as the, thing which no man 
was to touch, because it was the ex- 
pedition of common humanity. We are 
members, by being members of the 
American Red Cross, of a great fra- 
ternity and comradship which extends 
all over the world, and this cross which 
these ladies bore today is an embiem 
of Christianity iteett. 

It fills my imagination, ladics and 
gentlemen, to think ef the women-a)l 
over his country who are busy every 
night and doing the work of the Red 
Cross; busy with a great ergerness 
to find out the most serviceeble thing i 
to do, busy with a forgettulness of all 
the old frivolities of their social re- 
lationships, ready to-curtail the duties 
of the household in order that they

After four times 
use of solution refresh with new cor- 
rosive sublimate, If seed is. not. cut 
before soaking, gloves should be 
worn while cutting as the corrosive 
sublimate is poisonous and may 
make sore hands. Be careful and 
not let any live stock eat seed. This 
treatment is somewhat expensive 
from ten to thirty per cent of the 
yield which is sure to be if seed in- 
fected with Black Scurf are planted. 

Attention is again called to the 
Bulletin entitled “Michigan Potato 
Diseases,” by G. H. Coons one hund- 
red and fifty of which has been sent 
out by mail to the principal potato 
growers of these two counties. .

ENJOYING LIFE AT NAVAL 
STATION. 


Great Lakes, Ill. 
May 16, 1918. 


Mr. O. P, Schumann, 
Editor :— ; 

1 will take this opportunity to write 
a short letter to the home folks. 

This life of ours in the Navy is a 
busy one so we have to grab a few 
minutes now and then to write. 

Of course all new men are held in 
detention for - twenty-one days. I 
have spent thirteen of them to date. 

Up until last Monday we were in 
Camp Boone. At that camp we slept 
in*tents, and ate our meals out doors. 
We had to line up single file with our 
dishes in our hands and have our 
“chow” put in them. (Sort of self- 
serve.) 

-Besides being vaccinated, we had 
to have three shots in the arm for the 
prevention of diseases. 

We are now sleeping in hammocks. 
You may think it is like lounging un- 
der an apple tree in the summer time, 
but it is more like walking a tight 
rope. 

We have had three nights in the 
hammocks. The first night we laugh- 


every little while caused by someone 
falling out. And remember these 
hammocks are eight feet from the 
floor. The second night one fellow 
fell out about midnight and didn’t 
wake up till the floor came up and hit 
him on the nose. His nose and mouth 
were all swelled up. Last night the 
fellows who were supposed to mop 
the floor before they went to bed, 
neglected to-do so, and about ten 
o’clock the commander came into the 
barracks and had the whole bunch up 
and cleaning. the floor: Then we had 
to get: tp this morning at 3:30 to 
wash our hammocks. The fellows 
who neglected their work have to 
mop for the rest of this’ week, so we 
are even. Don’t take these as com- 
plaints. It is just what happens and 


you ever met. 
We had a big review yesterday and 


We are fed very good. We line up 
in two ranks and do “squads left” 
and march to the mess hall. 

I would like to .hear from: anyone 
who has time to write and I will try 
my best to answer. 

I om feeling better than I ever hav;

This is all I have time for right

Sail for France.

Two Michigan members of the 
House, Congressman Gilbert A, Cur- 
rie and Patrick H. Kelley, have gone 
to Europe to gain first-hand informa- 
tion upon the Great. War problems. 
They will,take the trip on a United 
States Naval vessel which is the saf- 
est mode of transatlantic travel, and 
expect to be absent from this coun- 
try about six weeks. While abroad 
they will visit the battle front in! 
France studying training camps, hos- 
pitals, service ahd social welfare 
among -the soldiers; and our great 
industrial plants behind the lines. 
They carry letters of introduction to 
the leading public men both. civil and 
military, of France, England and 
Italy. 

aLord Reading, the new British am- 
bassador in Washington has given 
them personal letters of introduction 
to Premier Lord George, Mr.. Bal- 
four, Lord Northcliff and Admiral 
Geddes, the first lord of the British |’ 
admiralty. They will spend most of 
their time in France and England 
but will visit a few points of special 
interest in Ireland and Scotland. 

“I. bélieve I can gain much infor- 
mation of value on this trip,” said 
Congressman Currie before sailing, 
“this knowledge I can put to the use 
of the people of my district, in being 
able to vote more intefligently on 
measures pending in Congress and in 
knowing intimately the life of the 
boys at the front in the prosecution 
of this war, The very life and ex- 
istence of the government is at stake 
and we should lend every energy and 
use every power of the government 
to bring it to a decisive victory. Con- 
gress appropriated $20,000,000,000 
for the ruining of the war this year, 
and will probably appropriate $33,- 
000,000,000 next year. I hope to be 
able to know more intimately how 
this. money is spent in the future.”

* Washington—President Wilson mad> 
nominations which will provide the 
United States army with three officers 
pf the high rank of general. He also 
separated the” aircraft division from 
the signal corps before the ink was 
dry on his signature to the Overman 
bill, which provided authority for the 
latter step. is 

Major-General Peyton March was 
named to be chief of staff. The of- 
fice carries the rank of full general. 
General March has been serving 
as acting chief of staff since Ma 
jor-General Tasker H. Bliss went to 
Europe, 

General Bliss was nominated to be 
brevet general and designated as per- 
manent representative of the United 
States on the inter.Allied war council 
‘which meets. at Versailles. 

General John J. Pershing, as com- 
mander-in.chief of the American expe 
ditionary forces, already has the rank 
of full general. 

The promotions for March and Bliss 
are said to have become necessary 
on account of the constantly increas- 
ing responsibility of American com- 
manders for the conduct of the war. 

Two other nominations are of ex- 
traordinary interest, as they directly 
concern the national army. They are: 

Brigadier-General Frank W. Coe, 
national army, to be chief of coast 
artillery with the rank of major-gen- 
eral, 

Brigadier-General ‘John D. Barrette, 
national army, to be brigadier.general 
in the regular army. 

In the reorganization of the afr- 
craft department, Major-General Wil. 
liam L.. Kenley is designated by the 
president as director of military aero- 
nautics. ’ 

John D. Ryan. the recently appoint. 
ed chairman of the aircraft board, has 
been made executive officer of the 
bureau of aircraft production. 

Major-General George O. Squier, 
who has exercised general authority 
over aircraft matters until now, will 
in the future confine his activities to 
the signal corps. 


ROADS TO SPEND $937,961,318 


Michigan Lines Well Taken Care of 
in Allotments for Year. 


Washington—Railroads under gov- 
ernment operation this year will spend 
nearly $1,000,000,000 for additions, bet. 
terments and equipments, or approxi. 
mately three times as much as in any 
one of the last three years, 

Total capital expenditures approved 
by the railroad administration as an- 
nounced are $937,961.515. 

Of this sum $440,01,000 will be spent 
for additions and betterments, $479. 
686,000 for equipment and $18,203,000 
for track extension. 

The figures disclose Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo’s determination to let the 
raiJroads make many improvements 
which they had neglected during the 
last three years. Extensions, however, 
are not erfcouraged. 

The railroad administration el{mi- 
nated $349,247.000, or nearly one-fourth 
of the railroad’s proposals. 

The following allotments were made 
to Michigan lines: 

Michigan Central, $20.027,000; Pere 
Marquette, $8,419,000; Ann Arbor, $2,- 
078.000, and Detroit Terminal, $356,- 
000,

PRUDDEN URGES PEOPLE 
LAY IN COAL SUPPLY NOW 


Farmers Will be Doing a Patriotic 
Service to Set Aside Hard Coal 
Burner and Use Wood. 


Lansing.—The state fuel administra 
tor while urging people in cities to 
buy coal now in order that another 
fuel famine such as was experienced 
last winter will not. be repeated, calls 
upon farmers and others located 
where wood is easily accessible to lay 
in a store of that kind of fuel for sev- 
eral reasons, ; 

It will relieve the fuel situation in 
those places throughout the state 
where wood is not obtainable at any 
price ani will give the railroads an 
opportunity of transporting what coal 
there is obtainable to the larger indus- 
trial centers where huge munition fac- 
tories are working night and day shifts 
getting out munitions of war. 

In most rural districts there is a 
vertain quantity of wood that can be 
easily obtained and at a slight expense 
especially to the farmer who has the 
means of hauling it. Rainy days dur- 
ing the spring when farming opera- 
tiona are at a standstill can well be 
used in gathering in next winter's 
wood supply or when that task is com- 
pleted cutting a supply that neighbor- 
ing towns may be furnished with fuel 
next winter in the event coal is not ob- 
tainable, which may be the case. 

Attention is called to the shortage of 
anthracite coal this year, The gov- 
ernment is using great quantities on 
its boats, thus cutting down the na- 
tural surplus that accrues during times 
of peace. 
by the government, being smokeless 
and = furnishing heat for steam 
power boats used transport- 
ing soldiers across the Atlan- 
tic. Every, farmer will be — per. 
forming a patriotic service by putting 
aside the hard coal burner the coming 
winter and burning instead, wood that 
can be secured from forests and wood 
lots. 

The wood lot proposition in Michl- 
gan as outlined by experts calls for 4 
cutting out und thinning process each 
year that the wood lots may become 
more thrifty. Much dead and down 
timber is found in these. lots, of which 
& number may be found on almost 
every farm and the trees many times 
are left to rot for want of someone to 
eut them up into wood. In reality 
proper care of wood lots will prove 
real conservation of the timber of that 
state, 

Fuel users in cities are ‘already find- 
ing themselves in the position of not 
being able to procure anthracite coal 
and even when they do secure any a 
blank must be signed and sworn to, 
showing that they require a certain 
smount for next minter’s use. Even 
then the coal daaler in. any community 
is required not to furnish more than 
two-thirds of the. customer's normal 
requirement and there is ‘already a 
serious question whether fuel uders in 
the cities will be able to secure their 
usual amount of anthracite coal.
